As the crisis deepened, there 
still was no prospect of any im- 
mediate settlement of the dispute 
which already has caused the 
Government to order a 50 percent 
ut in railroad passenger service 
by May 15; forced big cities such 
as Chicago and Washington to 
start brownouts, and threatened to 
cause genera) industrial and busi- 
mess paralysis in a few more 
weeks. 

RAILWAY EXPRESS BAN 

These were the latest develop- 
ments as bituminous operators 
and the United Mines Workers 
(AFL) remained deadlocked in 
their. dispute: 

l. The Railway Express Agency 
banned all express shipments, ef- 
fective May 10, except for essen- 
tial services. The embargo was 
announced through the Office of 
Defense Transportation after a 
eonference with the Express 
Agency. 

2. Union and management rep- 
resentatives held a futile two-hour 
negotiation session and recessed 
until Monday with a plea from 
Federal Mediator Edward F. Mc- 
Grady that they go to church Sun- 
day, get down on their knees “and 
pray to God for guidance to find 
a solution to their problems.” 

3. Solid Fuels Administrator J. 
A. Krug said further curtailments 
on soft coal consumption were 
necessary to prevent the European 
Relief and Rehabilitation Program 
from collapsing. 

4. Sen. Scott W. Lucas, Demo- 
erat, Illinois, demanded Presiden- 
tial seizure of the mines to stop 
what he said “Could easily be- 
come an insurrection against the 
Government.” Sen. C. Wayland 
Brooks, Republican, Illinois, joined 
Lucas in demanding Government 
action. UMW President John L. 
Lewis was denounced as a “bully” 
by Sen. Allen J. Ellender, Demo- 
crat. Louisiana.

If the petition is filed Saturday, 
it would come up for a vote Tues- 
day. Two-thirds approval would 
be necessary to limit each senator 
thereafter to an hour’s discussion 
of the loan proposal.

For Good of Nation, U. 5. Help 
For Southern Schools Needed

NEW ORLEANS, May 4—(4)—

Here are the main points of 
their position, gathered from re- 
plies to a questionnaire sent by 
The Associated Press to college 
presidents and superintendents of 


‘education in 12 Southern states. 


1. Proper education, teaching 
Southern children to become bet- 
ter producers, would be the best 
means of combating economic pov- 
erty in the South, 

2. The nation’s economy now is 
so closely integrated that Southern 
poverty is a drag on the whole 
country. Southern prosperity like- 
wise would help the whole coun- 
try. : 

3. Since a great percentage of 
the best-trained Southern adults 
migrate to other parts of the coun- 
try, the South has been bearing 
much of the educational burden 
for other regions. 

4. The same principles which re- 
quire states to equalize educational 
opportunities between races and 
among counties should require 
equalization among the states. 

5. In addition to economic im- 
provement, better education would 
reduce social problems, such as 
race friction. 

The South cannot raise its 
educational level to that of more 
prosperous areas, since it has one- 
third of the nation’s children but 
only one-eighth of its tax-paying 
wealth.

Department of Commerce fig- 
ures show that the average per 
capita income in the 11 Southeast- 
ern states in 1943 was $652—-low- 
er than for any single state out- 
side the area. The national aver- 
age was $1,031. 

The regional inequality is even 
greater in the amount of taxable 
income, which bears more direct- 
ly upon the problem of support- 
ing schools. : 

For illustration, a Southern and 
Eastern state with about the same 
population may be compared— 
Arkansas, with 1,949,387 in the 
1940 census, and Connecticut, with 
1,709,242. 

In 1943, Connecticut had an 
average income of $1,452 and a to- 
tal of about $2,500,000,000. Arkan- 
sas had an average of $512 and a 
total of about $1,000,000,000. 

In that year Federal individual 
income taxes collected in Arkan- 
Sas amounted to $30,117,845—and 
in Connecticut to $152,196,082. 

Thus Arkansas had about 35 
percent of the average income 
and 40 percent of the total in- 
come of Connecticut—while pay- 
ing less than 20 percent of taxes 
on its income. 

The contrast in Federal cor- 
porate income taxes was even 
greater—$92,385,631 for Connec- 
ticut to $7,176,618 for Arkansas. 

Although the difference is not 
this great between all Southern 
states and those of other regions, 
there is a marked general and 
average disparity. 

The educational disadvantage is 
made greater still because of the 
higher proportions of children in 
the South. 

Kentucky, for example, has 267 
children for each 1,000 residents, 
compared with 227 per 1,000 for 
the country as a whole, and 180 
per 1,000 for California. Only four 
Southern states have fewer chil- 
dren per 1,000 than Kentucky. 

The U. S. Census Bureau gives 
a “reproduction rate’”—number of 
children born for each 1,000 wom- 
en born the preceding genera- 
tion—of 1,182 for the South dur- 
ing 1935-40. This was the only 
region above the national average 
ms The Northeast had only 
iv. 

Thus, with more babies born 
and with a heavy emigration of 
adults, the South maintains a high 
percentage of educatable children. 

And so, says Dr. Paty, of Ala- 
bama, the tax dollar has of neces- 
sity been made to go farther in 
the South by “pinching.” 

“We put less into administra- 
tion and supervision,” he said, 
“less into building and equipment, 
libraries, laboratories, etc. We 
overwork our teachers, calling on 
them to teach heavier loads than 
are common and demanding extra 
service of them. The result is that 
‘““we operate more schools for more 
children with the money available 
than does any other part of the 
country.”

The average expenditure for 
each child attending a public 
school, in one recent year, was 
$105 for the nation. In Kentucky 
it was $59: in Mississippi, $36.66: 
Georgia, $40; South Carolina, $58: 
Virginia, $80; Louisiana reported 
$100.10 for white pupils, $30.10 
for Negroes. 

Against a national average of 
$1,600 for teachers’ salaries Ken- 
tucky paid an average of $1,014; 
Mississippi, $1,018; Alabama about 
$1,200. Louisiana’s averages of 
$1,306 for elementary and $1,762 
for high school teachers came 
closer to the national average—

Continued From First Page 
house in Decatur. As of Friday, 
31,571 white persons and 1,282 Ne- 
groes had registered in DeKalb. It 
was said that at least 900 more 
voters registered yesterday. Offi- 
cials predicted a total DeKalb reg- 
istration of 38,000 as compraed 
with 23.000 who voted in the last 
election. 


One of the most interesting po- 
litical developments of the week 
was the reversion of the Fifth Con- 
gressional District to the county 
unit plan of voting, a system which 
will, it is said, place Mrs. Helen 
Douglas Mankin, who succeeded 
Robert Ramspeck, resigned, in a 
recent special election, at a dis- 
advantage. 


The Fifth District Congressional 
Executive Committee, at a meet- 
ing Friday, voted for the unit sys- 
term eight to six, after Mrs. Kath- 
erine P. Weathersbee, a Fulton 
member and daughter of the late 
Sen. Bob Taylor, of Tennessee, 
complained about the large Negro 
registration in Fulton County. 


Mrs. Mankin, who objected in 
person and through her lawyer, 
Houston White, against the 
change, issued the following state- 
ment yesterday: 

“Changing to the county unit 
system of election is just dragging 
a red herring over the race. This 
is part of the same fight that I 
fought in February. It is part of 
the freight rate fight. I have 
made enemies by my strong oppo 
sition to the Bulwinkle Bill. 

“This change in election sys- 
tems is purely an effort to make it 
easier and cheaper to put another 
candidate in the race against me. 
If the plurality vote was good 
enough for this district and for 
Bob Ramspeck for 14 years, it 
should be good enough. for this 
district and Helen Douglas Man- 
kin for two more years. This is 
equivalent to changing the rules 
after the game has started. It is 
strictly a personal fight on me.” 

Mrs. Mankin won the special 
election in February over 19 other

tragically effective—arsenal had 
been captured. 

Earlier, Bennett announced oth- 
er prisoners had surrendered as 
guards moved in with guns blazing. 

The Warden’s announcement to 
the United Press said: 

“We have just taken bodies of 
three convicts out of C Block util- 
ity corridor. 

“Coy had on an officer’s coat. 
The rifle he used was alongside 
of him,” the warden said. 

“His rigor mortis position showed 
his arms in a position as he would 
be in firing the rifle.” 

Meanwhile it was revealed red- 
haired Kay Benedetti, former 
sweetheart of Joseph Paul Cret- 
zer, cop-killing ringleader of the 
Alcatraz gang, had suggested that. 
she be allowed to plead with Cret- 
zer to surrender. 

Mrs. Benedetti, who married a 
truck driver eight months ago and 
said she last saw Cretzer in 1941, 
telephoned to Attorney Leo Sulli- 
van suggesting her idea, and Sulli- 
van relayed it to Warden James A. 
Johnston. Cretzer was found dead 
before a decision was made. 

Prison Director Bennett declined 
comment on questions concerning 
the possibility that laxity or negli- 
gence among the prison guards 
hag made the break possible. 

ennett said there were no ne 
gotiations under way, as far ag he 
knew. 


However Saturday morning a 
man wearing a prison inmate’s 
uniform was seen from a near-by 
police patrol boat climbing a lad- 
der outside the barricaded build- 
ing. 

A Marine poked a carbine in one 
of the lower cell-block windows 
and fired a shot. The convict then 
went up the ladder, remaining 
carefully out of the line of fire of 
the trapped convicts. 

The lone convict obviously was 
an emissary, whose mission was to 
try to persuade his beleaguered 
prisonmates to give up their hope- 
less, foredoomed struggle. 

But his trip to the barricade 
seemingly accomplished nothing, 
and he withdrew with his heavily 
armed guards. 

The United Press obtained an 
exclusive press association inter- 
view with U. S. Marine Warrant 
Officer Charles L. Buckner, who 
led a detachment of 20 volunteer 
Marines to Alcatraz. In the inter- 
view, Buckner—a veteran of Bou- 
gainville and Guam — described 
the convicts’ barricade as the 
“toughest defensive pesition I ever 
saw.’ 

Buckner, a distant relative of 
the late Lt. Gen. Simon Bolivar 
Buckner, commander of the Tenth 
Army on Okinawa, went to the 
top of the cell-block building. 

“We cut a hole through the top 
and lowered grenades on strings 
to let ’em have it,” Buckner said. 
“Those tough guys screamed in 
fear and maybe in pain, just like 
the Japs on Bougainville when we 
poured it on them.” 

“ ‘Tet me out,’ one guy yelled. 
But when guards started to let 
them out, they got a blast of rifle 
fire from cell tiers.” 

Buckner described the ringlend:- 
ers as “worse than Japs—yjust 
wanton killers.”

NEW YORK, May 4— (UP) — 


Members of the United Nations Se- 
curity Council Saturday 
hopefully awaited May 6 reports 
that Russian troops have been 
withdrawn from Iran which may 
permit the Council to write off the 
Iranian question for good. 

Although press and diplomatic 
dispatches indicated the Red Army 
is rapidly pulling out of Iran and 
may have completed its evacua- 
tion by the May 6 deadline, there 
was no indication of how Russia 
will comply with the Council’s re- 
quest for a report that the with- 
drawal has been concluded. 

The Council, by a nine-member 
mijority, voted April 4 to defer 
proceedings on the Iranian case 
until May 6, at which time Russia 
and Iran were requested to report 
that Iran was clear of Russian 
troops. 

The next Council meeting has 
not yet been formally scheduled. 
But it was expected to take place 
on Tuesday or Wednesday, allow- 
ing delegates ample time to ex- 
amine any reports which may be 
submitted on Monday. 

Chief threat of a new pro- 
cedural or substantive tangle over 
Iran lay in an April 23 announce- 
ment by Soviet Delegate Andrei 
A. Gromyko that Russia would not 
take part in any further discus- 
sions of the Iranian case, since 
issues between the two countries 
had been settled by mutual agree- 
ment and Iran had withdrawn its 
appeal to the UNO.

At‘a pre-publication banquet of | 
the Citizens Fact Finding Move- 
ment of Georgia at the Ansley |

The Citizen’s Fact-Finding 
Movement was founded by 17 
civic organizations in the state on 
Aug. 6, 1937, nearly nine years 
ago.

GEORGIA PEACH WOWS ‘EM 


Atlanta's Charlotte Bruce 
In Korea With USO Unit.

YONG DUNG PO, Korea—(Delayed)—Atlanta’s own Charlotte 
Bruce, the little girl who went straight from the choir of the Druid 
Hills Methodist Church to stardom on Broadway, is probably the last 
person one would expect to run across in a Korean silk mill, on the 


opposite face of this planet from dear old Peachtree Street. 


This reporter pinched himself, 
looked again, and there she was 
in all- her radiant loveliness. It 
wasn’t a dream. She was stand- 
ing on an improvised stage built 
among giant, shadowy machines 
that once turned out Japanese 
parachutes. A thousand other 
GIs pinched themselves, ogled at 
the golden-haired beauty in the 
flowing white evening gown, then 
gave out with looping whistles 
and applause loud enough to 
drown the noisest machine ever 
to roar in this factory. 

Charlotte, lyric soprano soloist 
and mistress of ceremonies of a 
USO concert unit, took the long 
trail of the Far Eastern circuit 
after a skyrocket success on 
Broadway last season, where she 
scored a hit in the leading role of 
Billy Rese’s review, “Seven Lively 
Arts.” She entered Korea on the 
homestretch after a tour of nearly 
every United States outpost in the 
Far East. 

FLASHES PRESS CARD 

A GI from Georgia would rath 
er meet another Georgian than 
eat Brunswick stew, especially if 
the Georgian is along the lines of 
Charlotte Bruce. This reporter, 
being no exception, beat it back- 
stage after the show. It took a 
little explaining to get past the 
MPs stationed to keep the wolves 
at bay, but The Constitution press 
card turned the trick. 

She was even prettier at close 
range than she was on the stage. 
When the reporter was introduced, 
Charlotte’s face lit up with one 
of those warm, melting smiles, 
and she extended her hand. She 
introduced her singing partner, 
Richmond Page, manager of the 
unit.

ENTHUSIASTIC AUDIENCE 
That night the unit gave a per- 

formance for a packed house, and 


not one soldier in the enthusiastic | 


audience guessed that under Char- 
lotte’s flashing gown a trim little 
ankle was swelling to twice its 
normal size, or that the singer was 
suffering agony. After the show 
she told the others about the in- 
jury, and they rushed her to a 
nearby base hospital. An Army 
doctor took an X-ray, found a 
shattered ankle bone, and ordered 
her to be hospitalized. 

With the tour only half over, 
the unit would have had to return 
to the States and cancel its en- 
gagements if Charlotte had fol- 
lowed doctor's orders. 

“I won't go to the hospital, and 
I won't leave the show,” she an- 
nounced flatly. 

The astonished doctor taped the 
ankle and released her, warning 
that serious consequences could de- 
velop if the bone failed to knit 
properly. 

She stayed with the show and 
never missed a performance. She 
waited until she had recovered be- 
fore she wrote of the experience 
to her mother, Mrs. Nell Bruce, of 
1161 Ponce de Leon Ave., Atlanta.

Char- 
ilotte, unable to change into her 
show gown, painted her face a 
ghastly white, donned a white robe 
‘over her uniform, and rushed to-

‘Filipinos beat a hasty retreat. 

Speaking of romance, Charlotte 
shyly admits Cupid caught up with 
her on the tour in the person of a 
handsome young Air Corps lieu- 
‘tenant, whom she met in the 
Philippines.

Proposed abandonment of Bat- 
tle Hill Sanatorium as a tubercu- 
losis hospital and transfer of its 
170 patients to Battey Genera) 
Hospital at Rome is opposed by 
the Atlanta Tuberculosis Associa. 
tion. 

The association unanimously ap- 

roved a resolution offered by 

rs. Jack F, Foy, member of the 
organization's board of directors, 
opposing the reported plan. The 
resolution praised Dr, J. C. Burch, 
Battle Hill superintendent, and 
placed the tuberculosis group on 
record as contending “Battle Hil) 
Sanatorium should be retained 
and strengthened rather than dis- 
solved. 

A portion of the resolution di- 
rected that the attitude of the Tu- 
berculosis group be “conveyed to 
the Fulton-DeKalb County Hospi- 
tal Authority, which has operated 
the institution since it was activat- 
ed last fall. 

Action of the Tuberculosis As- 
sociation regarding Battle Hill 
came as the thirty-eighth annual 
meeting drew to a close at the 
Atianta Chamber of Commerce 
building Friday. Joseph E. Birnie, 
newly-elected president, was pre- 
siding at the time. 

Under the reported contemplat- 
ed plan, patients at Battle Hill 
would be switched to Battey 
where the State Health Depart- 
ment has acquired the wartime 
federal hospital for use for tuber- 
culosis patients. 

Dr. T. F. Abercrombie, Director 
of the State Department of Health, 
said the Battey institution could 
house 2,500 patients, but several 
weeks ago, he and Dr. Rufus 
Payne, Superintendent of Alto Tu- 
berculosis Sanatorium, said no def- 
inite plans have been completed 
for the projected switch of Bat- 
tle Hill patients. 

If Battle Hill is abandoned as 
@ tuberculosis hospital, it is ex- 
pected that it will be converted 
into a hospital for the chronically 
ill of metropolitan Atlanta. 

Battle Hill was established in 
1910 by joint action of the Atlanta 
and Fulton County governments, 
and has operated since that time.

Irma Is Leaving Big Swamp Si 
To Attend College, Be Missionary &x*9

CORN HOUSE, May 4—Brown- 
eyed, beautiful and 17-year-old 
Irma Snowden is known by some 
as the “Queen of the Okefenokee,” 
but to the people of Corn House 
Methodist Mission, she is “Our 
First Harvest.” 

At services in the little Mission 
House on this fringe of land 
which the Indians called “Trem- 
bling Earth,” Irma shines more 
brightly than the rest, and under- 
standably so. Besides being pret- 
ty, Irma can read. 

When she left her swamp home 
to walk the several miles to the 
Mission House the rain was driv- 
ing hard into the swamp’s white 
sands. But the weather didn’t 
keep her at home and didn’t keep 
her from wearing her “prettiest 
best.” 

MISSION’S BIG DAY 

It was a special day at the Mis- 
sion. It was the day they were 
to dedicate their new Mission 
House and the day people from 
Atlanta and Folkston would be 
there. 

So Irma wore the fine clothes 
the Folkston people had given her, 
her “going off to college” clothes. 

She wore the red sweater and 
the brown skirt and the new 
white shoes. She wore the new 
Bhoes at the risk of getting them 
splattered by the rain, but she 
was careful, as her father had 
warned her to be. “Look to your 
shoes, daughter,” he had said as 
she went out into the rain. 

The Corn House Mission folk 
are proud of Irma. “Irma’s going 
to college,” they tell you. Irma, 
who had taught many of them the 
verses of chapters in the “Good 
Book” and had sung the songs 
over to them so they could fol- 
low and pick up the tunes and the 
words. 

GOING TO YOUNG HARRIS 

So at this special service in the 
Mission House, Irma shone more 
brightly than ever. Soon she 
would be going off to Young Har- 
ris to study to be a missionary, 
@ missionary like her pastor, the 
Rev. Kermit E. Clayton. Already 
she had been doing mission work 
among her own people—teaching 
them the Bible and the songs. 

She was the Corn House Mis- 
gion’s “first harvest,” the Mission’s 
first member to be leaving the 
swamp country and going out into 
a world they didn’t know, but

what has been done on the farm 
of A. M. Best in the last five 
years. 

Five years ago, Best’s land was 
ugly and gullied. Today, it’s beau- 
tifully landscaped and green with 
rolling stretches of wheat and 
oats. Five years ago, the people 
who farmed Best’s land were 
broke, It wasn’t making a living 
for anyone. It was making money 
only for fertilizer companies. 

Today, Best’s 275 acres support 
eight families and everyone of 
them has money in the bank. 

Five years ago, Best’s land was 
producing only cotton as a “money 
crop.” Today, it is producing 
more wheat and oats than any- 
thing else. Cotton is its third 
crop, and even cotton has been 
brought into the money-paying 
fold in the truth. Whereas, Best’s 
land was yielding only a half bale 
of cotton to an acre in 1941, today 
it is yielding a bale and a half as 
a result of soil-building measures. 

Best’s land in 1941 produced 
wheat on a very meager scale. 
'Its yield per acre was 10 bushels. 
Today, he harvests 41 bushels an 
acre and that’s equal to the top 
yields of the grain lands of the 
Midwest.

Grain farming in Hart County, 
Agricultural Agent E. H. Thomas 
says, is just as profitable as in the 


Midwest. It differs only in the 
method of farming. In the Mid- 
\west, the farmers use the system 
of square planting. In Hart Coun- 
‘ty, contour farming is followed. 


The purpose of contour farming 
-is to reclaim the soil and build it 
up and prevent erosion. Crops like 
cotton, corn and wheat take out 
large amounts of nitrates, Leg- 
umes pump nitrates back into the 
soil and keep the land open. Ro- 
‘tation of crops adds humus to the 


‘soil. Strip cropping keeps the land 


‘from washing away. 

| The partners on the Best farm 
‘plant grain and lespedeza for two 
‘years, then follow with cotton on 
ithe same land. They have found 
|that land run in cotton continuous- 
‘ly loses 30 tons of soil to the acre 
per year. The first year after les- 
pedeza, cotton land loses only six 
tons of soil to the acre, Lespedeza 
leaves soil-holding roots in the soil

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GARDENING HINTS 


Zoysia Materalla Grass 
Still in Experimental Stage 


By W. ELBRIDGE FREEBORN 
Since 1941 we have been increasingly enthusjastic over the possi- 
bilities of Zoysia Matrella or Manila grass and its possibilities as a 
shady lawn grass for this area. There isn’t enough known about this 
grass yet. It’s still very much in the experimental stage. 


Nevertheless, results have been | 
so good that it is our opinion that | 
you will make no error in experi-| 
menting with it. We have made. 
three plantings at our own home. 
One is very successful, one is fair- 
ly successful and one is a com- 
plete failure. We don’t know 
why. 

We have seen experimental 
plantings by the Department of 
Agriculture in the State of Ala-' 
bama at Auburn, Ala., and in the 
State of Georgia at Experiment, 
Ga. We have also seen plantings 
made by both amateur and pro- 
fessional gardeners in Auburn, 
Birmingham and Prattville, Ala.;, 


in Atlanta, Griffin and Tifton, Ga., 
and Coral Gables, Fla. 


While these test plantings, some 
as old as 11 years, are still more 
or less in the experimental stage, 
we are, however, fimmly convinced 
that this is the finest lawn grass 
for shaded areas that we have ever 
seen for our section of the coun- 
try. It grows most satisfactorily 
in full sun as well, 


FINE LEAF 

Zoysia materalla has a fine leaf, 
is dark green in color, like blue 
grass, and produces a very dense 
sod which looks and feels like a 
thick-cushioned rug. It produces 
such a mat of grass and roots that 
it crowds out weeds and foreign 


il} 


grass, and even in full sun will 
frequently crowd out Bermuda 
grass. 

It begins to grow in the spring 
somewhat earlier than Bermuda, 
and continues green in the fall con- 
siderably later than Bermuda. It 
grows three to four inches tall, 
and does not have to be mowed 
as frequently as other grasses, al- 
though regular mowings will help 
to thicken the growth and to pro- 
duce a mort attractive lawn. 

It has other very desirable qual- 
ities, such as being able to with- 
stand considerably dry weather, 
once it is well established. No 
watering is necessary in drouth 
periods with this grass.

For this reason we refer 
to its specific name as a positive 
‘identification of the type that is 
best suited for our purpose. 

Deep and thorough preparation 
of the soil is necessary in estab- 
lishing a good Zoysia lawn, as is 
the case of all other good lawn 
grasses. A  well-pulverized and 
well-fertilized soil will give the 
grass the proper foundation upon 
which it makes its best start. 

This grass, unlike Bermuda 
grass, does not root on the sur- 
face, but produces its heavy mat 
of roots wholly under the thick 
mat of leafy tops. For this reason, 
it should not be top-dressed like 
Bermuda. Top-dressing does more 
harm than good in this case, for 
it smothers the growing crowns 
of green tops. We suggest, how- 
ever, an unusually heavy fertiliza- 
tion and the use of humus mate- 
rials such as peatmoss before 
planting. 


PREPARING NEW AREA 


In preparing a new area even 
where the soil is fairly good, we 
suggest the use of two bales of 
peatmoss, 100 pounds. of sheep 
manure, and 50 pounds of high- 
grade complete plant food, such 
as Agrico, Vigoro, or 6-8-4, per 
1,000 square feet of lawn area. 

There is no commercial source 
of supply for seeds of Zoysia mat- 
rella and in fact the only place 
that has been observed, up to the 
present time, where it will make 
seeds is the Experiment Station 
at Arlington, Va. However, it can 
be established by divisions of sod. 
It can be propagated by small 
clumps of sod from one to three 
inches square or by tearing the 
sod apart and “sprigging.” 

In the former method, the sod 
squares are set 12 inches apart 
each way. It takes about two years 
to get a well-established 
from this planting method. How- 
ever, closer plantings can be made 
for quicker coverage. If desired, 
temporary grasses may be seeded 
between thes plantings, but they 
must always be kept closely 
mowed so as not to crowd or 
smother the Zoysia until it is well- 
established. — 

The sprigging method usually 
produces the best and quickest 
lawn, 

The sprigs are placed in shallow 
trenches about eight inches apart, 
setting them from one to three 
inches apart in these furrows. It

What is the better element in your 
town or community? 

Is it not the decent people in it? 

The people who keep the churches 
going? 

The mothers who give time to the PTA? 

The men and women who work in the 
Red Cross drives, the relief campaigns? 

What is the “better element” of any 
city, town or community but the people 
who take an interest in and work for bet- 
ter things for their children and their 
town ... including better government? 

Who is it, when a government official 
or an administration becomes corrupt, that 
gathers together and ousts them from 
office? 

Certainly it is the better element of 
people who do so. 

Yet, a curious thing has happened. 

From both the political headquarters 
of Mr. Eugene Talmadge and Mr. E. D. 
Rivers have come public denunciations of 
the better element of Georgia. 

More curious, and quite beyond un- 
Gerstanding, is their statement that the 
better element of Georgia has no political 
influence. 

Even more strange is their statement 
that they do not care for the support of 
the better element of Georgia. 


This better element, they say, is sup- 
porting James V. Carmichael. 

And, they say, it will do him no good. 

The Constitution, which has devoted, 
to the best of its ability, all possible sup- 
port to the better element in all things in 
Georgia for almost 100 years, will continue 
to do so. 

But, for two political candidates to 
state they do not care for the support of 
the better element of Georgia’s citizen- 
ship—that they do not think the decent, 
church-going, school-supporting, better 
element of every community have any 
political influence is one of the most 
amazing political statements in Georgia’s 
history. 

If they should seek to say that they 
regard the parasitic, social “set” of any 
community as the better element, then 
they have shown a complete lack of un- 
derstanding of who makes up the decent, 
better element of people in Georgia, and 
have insulted by their flippaney every 
person seeking to better his community 
and State. 

If the better element of Georgia’s good 
people is, as Mr. Rivers and Mr. Tal- 
madge’s headquarters say, supporting Mr. 
Carmichael, then indeed must Mr. Car- 
michael be gratified. 


The Marines at Alcatraz Recall--- 


United States Marines have been aid- 
ing in quelling the outbreak of some of the 
nation’s most brutal criminals at Alcatraz 
prison in San Francisco harbor. 

This recalls another instance when Ma- 
rines were used to assist in putting down 
criminals in revolt on Federal property. 

In October of 1859 John Brown’s raid- 
ing party seized the Government arsenal 
at Harper’s Ferry, W. Va. .They wounded 
the night watchman, who ran and got 
away. They killed, ironically enough, the 
Negro baggagemaster of the small station, 
shooting him in the stomach. He lay on 
the station platform for 12 hours calling 


for water until he was able to die. A 
townsman was killed. The Mayor was 
added to the list of the killed. An old 
man, he was peeping from behind a water 
tank when a shot got him. 

It was daybreak when the Marines 
came. 

Their colonel was an obscure man. He 
took out his watch when the Marines 
moved forward. It was over in 15 min- 
utes. John Brown was captured, later to 
be hangéd. 

The obscure colonel was to become bet- 
ter known just a short while later. 

His name was Robert E. Lee. 


Coal Strike, Brown-Outs, Fewer Trains 


Coal miners have had public opinion 
with them in their demands for better pay 
and better working conditions. There is 
no real understanding now why the oper- 
ators are unwilling to accept Federal 
safety standards or improve mining town 
conditions. 

But there is a growing feeling that 
John L. Lewis is interested mainly in 
John L. Lewis and that he puts John L. 
Lewis ahead of the interests of his miners 
and his country. 

His union is so rigged that he is an ab- 
solute dictator. He ruthlessly has crushed 
out all opposition. It is not at all possible 
to know what the mirers think or feel 
about Lewis or his policy. 

His course is plain. He has been play- 
ing second fiddle for years in the labor 
movement. Now he is back in the AFL. 


He obviously wants to dominate that or- 
ganization as, indeed, we think he will do 
unless it joins in checking him. He is out 
to show that he, John L. Lewis, can get a 
great deal more than the 18% cents in- 
crease other unions have settled for. He 
wants other unions to turn 
John L. Lewis as the big figure in labor. 

He is a splendid illustration of how 
power makes one drunk. 

In 1919 he said, after a court injunction 
against a strike: 

“Gentlemen, we will obey the mandate 
of the court. We do so under protest. We 
are Americans. We cannot fight our Gov- 
ernment.” 

This same John L. Lewis, with the 
taste of power in his mouth, now tells his 
Government to go to hell and says, scorn- 
fully, “You cannot dig coal with bayonets.”

What do you know about Georgia? Your 
State? 

siete What do you know about such things as its 
rainfall, its average hours of sunshine, its water supply? 

What about its population, its trends, the age averages of its 

eople? 
, What about our schols compared with others in the nation? 

What is our labor force? Home ownership? Are wooden dwell- 
ings more common in Georgia than elsewhere? How many churches 
in Georgia? How many divorces compared with the national average? 

What are the natural and human resources? 

What about farm costs, compared with other States? What 
about wage rates, mortgages, REA, production of vegetables, cot- 
ton, livestock and so on? 

How much do we know about Georgid anyhow? 

The answer is—not a great deal. 

What we did know we had to hunt up from many sources; from 
government statistics, from this and that handbook, from histories 
and old reports. 

We didn’t know much.. 


: Four years ago the Citizens’ Fact-Finding 
F acts and F igures Movement of Georgia went to work. They 
wanted facts about Georgia. That has been their stock in trade— 
facts. They have never been in politics or even on the fringe. They 
have been giving Georgia facts about Georgia. They have rendered 
a valuable service. 

Now they have published “Georgia Facts in Figures.” 

It is a source book, 

Of it federal experts say, “Georgians now know more facts 
about themselves and their State than any other State in the Union.” 

It is a book without text or comment. 

It is a book of facts. 

A great deal of sweat, hard work and heart throbs went into 
this book. For a book of facts, it has back of it a romance... a 
story of people who wanted to do this job and in the face of great 
odds, and at great sacrifice, have done it. 

The price of the book is a mere $2. I do not see how any Geor- 
gian with the slightest interest in facts about his State would be 
willing to be without it. All book stores will have it. 


Facts Here are a few of the facts, picked at random from 
the book. They are but a tiny fraction of the thousands 
of facts in the book: 

Annual rainfall is about half again as great in Georgia as in 
Iowa, the premier agricultural State of the North, and is markedly 
greater even during the growing season. (p, 4.) 

Georgia cities have on the average a greater number of hours 
of sunshine in the winter than most other American cities, except 
in Florida, California and Colorado, while in the summer we have 
less sunshine, (p. 10.) 

The difference between January and July average temperatures 
in Georgia is less than in any other State except California, Louisi- 
ana and Florida, and is only a little more than half as great as in 
Minnesota or North Dakota. (p. 6.). 

Georgia’s percentage of the range population slowly decreased 
from 2.919% in 1890 to 2.369% in 1930, but in 1940 it was 2.372%. 
Our percentage of the nation’s urban population increased from 
1.299% in 1930 to 1.443% in 1940, while our percentage of the 
nation’s farm population decreased from 4.659% in 1930 to 4.477% 
in 1940. (p. 17.) 

A smaller percentage of children attend school in Georgia than 
in the nation as a whole, In 1940 Georgia had 2.829% of the 
nation’s boys between the fifth and sixteenth birthdays but only 
2.584% of those in this group who were attending school. For girls 
the similar percentages were 2.864% and 2.695%. (p. 26.) 

For every 100 marriages in Georgia in 1940 there were only 12 
divorces—a figure 44% less than the national average. (p. 31.) 

Though Georgia in 1940 had 2.372% of the nation’s population, 
in 1941 her State and local governments took in only .969% of the 
property tax revenues received by such governments throughout 
the nation, and only 1.328% of the other tax revenues received 
by such governments. 

Georgia’s per capita income in 1944 was $714—only 64% of the 
national average. (pp. 17, 66.) . 

Home ownership is low in Georgia. Out of every 100 dwelling 
units in Georgia, only 31 were owner-ocupied in 1940; this was 71% 
of the national average. For our urban areas the same figure was 
27, for rural-nonfarm areas 36, and for rural-farm areas 32; these 
figures were, respectively, 71, 70 and 60 percent of the correspond- 
ing national figures. (p. 45.) 

Wooden dwellings are more common in Georgia than elsewhere. 
Out of every 100 residential structures in 1940 in urban Georgia, 
88 were wooden, in rural-nonfarm Georgia 93, and in rural-farm 
Georgia 99; these figures were, respectively, 23, 5 and 5 percent 
greater than the corresponding United States figures. (p. 46.) 

An economic ranking of Georgia’s counties on the basis of 
State income-tax payments per capita—a significant index of lux- 
ury buying power—shows a variation all the way from less than 
half a cent in the poorest county to $5.38 in the Atlanta area. (p. 179.) 

Of a total of 9,754 churches in Georgia, 5,954 are Negro, and 
of 7,943 Sunday schools, 5,300 are Negro. (p. 165.)

Many good people need to be|| 
reminded that the uncovering of| # 


sin does not make sin, but that it 
is simply exposing that which has 
been there all the time. We should 
congratulate ourselves because 
public issues are becoming ethical. 
The appeal to people can no longer 
be made merely on the ground of 
party loyalty, nor of commercial 
advantage. Both in the political 
and .commercial world, these ap- 
peals must be translated into 
moral terms, 

This very situation, however, 
brings its inevitable dangers, as 
every forward step does. Unright- 
eousness, when attacked, defends 
itself by calling its evil good. Vi- 
cious adulterations are tagged 
“pure food.” On the other hand, 
good is being attacked by calling 
it evil. Often the thief joins the 
hunters, crying “stop, theif,” and 
the prosecutor of unrighteousness 
is called upon to defend himself. 

In the moral confusion, when 
good is called evil, and evil good, 
there is the real danger that we 
may lose the ability to discrim- 
inate between good and evil. An 
even greater danger than that is 
the loss of belief that there is 


any such distinction between right 
and wrong. Often worn out with 
the confusion between advocates 
of conflicting causes, each piously 
framing his appeal in the name of 
righteousness, one is tempted to 
give up the fight, and declare 
there is no good and no evil. 

On one occasion when Jesus was 
curing those whom the people be- 
lieved to be “devil-possessed,” 
there were those standing by who 
said, with cynical blindness, “It is 
by the power of Beelzebub him- 
self, that He casts out devils.” 
Jesus called this the “unpardon- 
able sin.” Of course it is. Be- 
cause if one becomes 60 morally 
blind, that the right seems to be 
wrong, and the truth appears to 
him to be a lie, he can never be 
forgiven, because he can never see 
that he has done anything for 
which he should ask forgiveness. 

If religion has no message here 
it may as well go out of business. 
But it does have a very funda- 
mental gospel for our time. There 
is a Good because there is a 
God. God is Good, and Good is 
God. There can be no divorcement 
of religion and morals, withqut 
death to both. The message of 
Christianity is that Jesus is the 
revelation of the Goodness of God. 
He came into life wooing men with 
the magnetism of His love, and 
healing them with the touch of His 
sympathy. The Good News He 
brought was that the God who 
rules the universe is a Jesus-kind 
of God, 

More than that, He revealed, 
too, that men may be good, In 
the dramatic story of the tempta- 
tion in the wilderness, He is told 
the world belongs to the devil, and 
so in order to win men He must 
bow down to Satan. Jesus’ victory 
that day was the victory of a di- 
vine definition of man. He de- 
clares that the man “cannot live 
by bread alone,” but he is so con- 
stituted that he must have the 
very breath of God. For this rea- 
son he can only worship God, 

The triumphant revelation of 
Jesus is that men do not have to 
be won by bowing down to evil. 
He declared “they will hear My 
voice” and “I, if I be lifted up, will 
draw all men unto Me.” Just here 
is our temptation, too. It is to 
believe that men are essentially 
bad, and that it is useless to ap- 
peal to them in the name of right- 
eousness. If this skepticism ever 
becomes dominant, it will spell the 
doom of our civilization. Men are 
capable of evil and will respond 
to the appeal of evil. 
are also capable of good, and will 
respond to the appeal of good. The 
church must preserve its faith, 
lifting up Jesus, and calling to 
men in His voice.

% Senate President Pro Tem Spence Grayson 
and/or House Speaker Roy V. Harris will run 


for the post of Lieutenant Governor. If they 
have their “rathers,” one of these two will win the nomination in 
the Democratic Primary July 17. If both of them enter the race, 
one will pull out before the campaign closes and throw his support 
to the other. ees 
Those were the rumors that circulated through the State Demo 
cratic Executive Committee meeting here the other day. Grayson 
would not confirm nor deny that he plans to run for the job him 
self—he merely said he did not plan to qualify that day, adding, 
“There’s plenty of time left for any who want to enter the race.” 
Harris previously had said he would not run for Lieutenant Gover 
nor. However, he and his legislative leading teammate, Frank 
Gross, definitely have split politically, and Roy might take steps 
to assure the defeat of Gross, who is a candidate for Lieutenant 
Governor, M. E, Thompson and Gross h>ve qualified for the race, 
and Belmont Dennis has announced his intentions of running. 
Grayson and Harris have much in common, so a combine of 
their powers to put one into the Senate presiding post would not 
be unusual. Grayson is a leading member of the Savannah 
“Party,” which rules Chatham County. Harris is a leading member 
of the Cracker Party, which used to rule Richmond County. 
These’ were the State’s leading machine counties. Both Grayson 
and Harris are greatly concerned with preventing Negroes from 
voting in the primary, although at the present the Negro vote 
affects neither of them personally. Harris was defeated without 
the Negro vote changing the outcome, Grayson probably does not 
plan to run for a Chatham House seat. Neither has yet announced 


for a State elective post. 7 
For Sne aker George Smith, young Representative from Emman- 

uel County, plans to run for the post of Speaker 
Pro Tem. This means that Speaker Pro Tem Fred Hand, of Mitchell 
County, already is in the race for the speakership. Floor Leader 
Adie Durden, of Dougherty, probably will run for Speaker, too, as 
will Rep. Charlie Gowen, of Glynn. We said last week that these 
three friends reportedly would pick one of their number to offer 
for the Speaker’s job if they came bagk to the House. Now, one 
of them has said that all three probably wall be in the race.

And Understand 


Every GI who served overseas will want to 
Ri see the exhibit of Navy battle paintings now on 
CEE display in the basement of the City Auditorium. 
He will do well to take his folks along, for then he can just point 
and say, “That’s how it was. That’s the way it looked.” He won't 
ever have to grope around for words any more, telling people how 
the places looked where he has been, and what happened in the time 
of fighting, and how men felt. It is all there, the look of the land 
and the sea, and the look on men’s faces that need no words to 
interpret. 

The exhibit covers all theaters. Wherever:a man served, from 
the Aleutians to St. Thomas, from Okinawa to Normandy, from 
Guadalcanal to Tokyo, it is there. The green hills of Saipan and 
the old sugar mill burning in the village of Sharan Kanoa. The blue 
shallows off Agana on Guam, where the amphibious tanks came in, 
the wounded in the rain on Okinawa, the cold seas and grim moun- 
tains of Dutch Harbor, the beaches of Normandy. The pictures tell 
it all better than all of us who have tried to write about these 
places can write it. Suribachi on Iwo with the mist shrouding its 
summit, and the Normandy peasants running out with welcoming 
arms as our troops move in. The paintings catch it all. They seem 
to condense and distill and strip to the remembered essentials all 
that men saw. It is a strange thing that the artist, working there 
on the scene, saw only those things that the memory of other men, 


in after years, would retain. 

° 4 It gives a man a funny feeling to see. these 
Tie Only Reality places that once were as familiar to him as 
the streets of his home town. It brings back sensations—sounds, 
smells, the look of things, and deeper than these, the feelings he 
had deep down and half comprehended, when these places were 
the only places that had reality; when home and all that he had 
known was vague and shadowy in his mind, a misty memory in- 
tangible as a dream. : : 

To each man each picture will mean a different thing. For 
me, since I was not there, the paintings from the European theater 


were interesting simply from the standpoint of art, as exercises in: 


design, color, line, rhythm, the things that any painting say to a 
man. The pictures from the Pacific were as personal as the portraits 
of my children. 

The sugar mill at Sharan Kanoa to me was more than another 
burning building, one of hundreds of thousands that burned with 
these same gold and crimson flames. For a month I lived on the 
hill above it, looking down upon its charred shell across the green 
of the canefields. There was the warehouse at Yokosuka where 
we set up our kitchen when we first went ashore in Japan, with 
the Marines in a huddle, swapping swords and kimonos and Jap 
pistols, just as they were huddled there the day I left. The old 
building at Yokohama, with the gaunt POW’s sleeping, looked just 
as it did the day that I stayed there, watching them come in from 
their years of living death in the prison camps with the glory of 
freedom lifting them up and the cold grip of long starvation drag- 
ging them down. Iwo’s rocky tip, with the patrol moving up through 
the gullies, was the same as it was when I watched the patrols 
moving in on the last Japs in the caves. The smashed bridge at 
Okinawa hung in the morning sun as it hung when I went down that 
road from Yontan to Kadena, and the people bathing naked with 
the lone Marine on guard was a scene remembered. 

The ships at sea, the great gray ghosts of the 
Sky and Sea battleships and the lean destroyers running like 
greyhounds through the swells, the very look of the water; clouds 
and sky, and the black puffs of the ack-ack and the red and black 
streak of falling planes, are all as they were in those days, as they 
are today in still bright memory. 

I mention these personal things only in order that each man, 
wherever he served, may know that there is something there which 
will speak to him, something that will bring back to him the look 
of land and sea and sky and the faces of men. They will strike him 
hard, these paintings. So hard that, as he moves from one unfa- 
miliar to one that is a part of his own experience, he will feel as 


if suddenly, swift as light, he has been picked up from this place. 


and set down beyond limitless waters, in another time and place. 
For one brief flicker of time he will swap serge for khaki, smell dust 
and sweat and the sweetish stench of old death, hear gunfire and 
the croak of hoarse voices swearing. And the room and the people, 
the sights and sounds and smells of peace, it will be for a moment 
unreal to him, for all reality will be there in a square of paint 
and canvas. 

Every man who went across should see these paintings and re- 
member. His wife, his father, his mother, his brothers and sisters 
and all who knew him before and know him now should go with 
him to see them, so that they can understand how it was with him, 
can comprehend the things that he perhaps has never found words 
to tell them. Whether or not those who lost one close to them 
should go, I do not know. When Shakespeare said that few die 
well who die in battle he spoke an enduring truth.

some Background 
To the Book Fair 


nights last week laying forever the ghost of the old 
libel that the South doesn’t read. You have been reading the statistics 


of the Book Fair, of the people who came, and the publishers who 


exhibited and entertained. 


The city was a sort of celebrity 
heaven, up to another of its old 
tricks, spoiling authors. They came 
and told how they wrote, what 
they wrote, and some of them 
even went the length of telling 
why they wrote. But no one, so 
far as I know, has tolc how it 
came about that Atlanta wag able 
to have such a Fair, and especially 
‘such a successful one. That, it 
seems to me, is a story. 


ON THE Book Fair program is 
listed the “Planning Committee 
which consisted of the literary ed- 
itors of the two Atlanta papers 
and two women, Mrs. Luise Sims 
and Mrs. Martha Dawson. The ed- 
itors were natural choices for the 
work; the selection of the others 
was credit where it was due, if 
ever that happened. 

Sixteen years ago Luise Sims, 
mother of two small girls, went to 
work at not much more than $1 a 
day as a clerk in the book depart- 
ment of a large Atlanta depart- 
ment store. It would be untrue 
to say that the book department 
at that time was about the size of 
a breakfast nook, and that the 
clerks’ most frequent reply to a 
request for a book was, “No, we 
haven’t it in stock, but we can 
order it for you.” Still, there is 
comparative truth 
ment: and when Mrs. Sims became 
‘buyer for 
years later, the cash register show- 
‘ed that something like half a hun- 
dred thousand dollars had been 
paid by the Georgia public for 
books. 

Today that sum could be multi- 
plied by six. But I want to tell 
you about persons, not statistics. 
I want to point out that if Luise 
‘Sims and her assistant, Martha 
Johnson (now Martha Dawson, 
head of another department store's 
excellent book department, and a 
most friendly “rival”), had not 
loved books, and built up a de- 
mand for them in Georgia, there 
would not have been a Book Fair 
in Atlanta this Spring. 


THEY HAVE, like Ralph Mc- 
Gill, listened to the aspirations of 
hundreds of authors, including 
Negro teachers in Negro colleges, 
society women, and clerks in dime 
stores; they have listened to out- 
lines of plots that never reached a 
climax, to cranks, and the socially 
‘ambitious of both sexes who were 


‘attracted by the so-called glamor | 


‘of authorship but were unwilling 
to work for it. They have praised 
'chapter four of novels which died 
at chapter five. But sometimes the 
‘books were finished and accepted 
'by New York publishers; then the 
fun began—or, at least, fun for 
the author and work for the book 
department.

A typical example of wartime 
transactions is the sequestering in 
Switzerland of $135,000,000 in gold 
belonging to the National Bank of 
Belgium and appropriated by the 
Germans. This was discovered by 
American investigators who work- | 
ed abroad.

AT THE beginning of the war, | 
this investigation showed, the Na-| 
tional Bank of Belgium, trying to. 
safeguard its holdings, earmarked 
this gold to France for safekeep- 
ing. Subsequently, after the fall | 
of France, the Germans brought. 
pressure upon the Vichy govern-| 
ment to hand over this gold. In’ 
December, 1940, it was delivered | 
to the German Reichsbank in 
Berlin. 

There the bars were melted| 
down and new markings were put 
on them. During the spring of 
1945 the Reichsbank delivered this 
gold to Switzerland for deposit 
in the National Bank of Switzer- 
land. 

Here, it is important to point 
out that twice before that the 
Allies had warned the world that 
the Germans were looting and 
that the Allies would not give 
title for any looted property.

Interests in Switzerland have 
been putting on quite a propa- 
ganda campaign since the confer- 
ence began here to the effect that 
the United ‘States effort to ferret 
out these assets is “Amrican im- 
perialism.” And, in the same 
breath, that it represents an at- 
tempt to foster “Communism” by 
breaking down the Swiss finan- 
cial and banking structure. In- 
cidentally, under the Potsdam 
agreement, Russia has nothing to 
do with German assets in Swit- 
zerland. 

The attempt to dig out German 
assets naturally is not desired by 


with the Nazis during the war. 
Some of them had long-standing 
business connections which they 
desire to protect. They supplied 
Germany with military imple- 
ments at a nice profit. 


AS NOTED before, some of the 
major German cartels which built 
up the Nazi war gnachine have 
headquarters in Switzerland and 
tie-ups with Swiss integests. All 
these interests are protected by 
the Bankers’ Secrecy Act of Swit- 
zerland, the legal use of dummies 
with no names but only a number, 
and other devices. It is these in- 
terests, too, which are promoting 
the campaign against the United 
States now. 

It is they, too, who sponsored 
a petition during the war urging 
the Swiss government to accept 
the German New Order, suppress 
pro-Allied newspapers and censor 
the press and radio. A real in-

STOCK SALES 


NEW YORK, May 4 — (2) — 
Stocks, with scattered exceptions, 
today concluded a generally losing 
week by displaying further down- 
ward tendencies. 

As throughout the six-day 
stretch, light selling was blamed 
mainly on the country’s coal cri- 
sis, affecting widespread indus- 
tries, and threats of a railway 
walkout. Good earnings, dividends 
and splitup prospects failed to 
inspire much bidding in the 
short session. 

Some encouragement was de- 
rived from the fact that dealings 
were sluggish after the opening. 
The turnover of 460,000 shares 
was the smallest since March 9 
and compared with 590,000 last 
Saturday. Closing declines ranged 
from fractions to two or more 
points, although extreme reces- 
sions were reduced here and there 
or replaced with minor gains, Of 
781 issues registering, 446 fell 
and 166 advanced. 

Rail issues gave way to mild 
selling pressure again today’ in 
the bond market. Although losses 
were limited mostly to fractions, 
many of the carriers established 
new low prices for the year. Buy- 
ing interest, brokers said, ap- 
peared to be stymied by the ef- 
fects of the coal strike and the 
threat of a railway walkout. 

Ahead in the curb were Frank- 
lin Stores, Textron and Transwest- 
ern Oil. Stumblers were Brown 
Rubber, Blue Ridge, Niagara Hud- 
son Power and Humble Oil. The 
aggregate here was 180,000 shares 
against 240,000 in the preceding 
full session.

(A 60-Second Close-up) 


HAND-FASHIONED. Paper short- 
ages never bother Harrison Elliott. 
That’s because he’s one of the few 
men in the country who can make his 
-own. 
Nor is it difficult for him to find 
material with which to work. Into his 
beater go worn-out pajamas, sun suits, 
slacks and even a Girl Scout uniform. 
They come out — paper. 
in China about 105 a.D., and was the 
only method employed until the in- 
vention of the paper machine in 1798. 
Making paper. by hand has been a 
dead art in this country since 1933. 
Elliott has been learning about this 
ancient craft for more than 15 years 


— spends all his spare time at it. His 


one-man mill is in the Manhattan 
office building where, during the day, 
he ts advertising director for a com- 
mercial paper company. 

Watching Elliott at work will give 
you a good idea of how machine- 
made paper is manufactured. He 
starts by shredding a shirt or sheet on 
a paper-cutter. The shredded mess 
goes into a “‘beater”’ where it becomes 
pulp. The pulp is then transferred to a 
vat where more water is added. 


MAGIC MIX. Carefully, like a cook, 
Elliott mixes until the pulp is exactly 
the right consistency. Then, mold in 
hand, his arms go into the pulpy mass. 
He takes the mold out, shakes it 
gently and, as you watch, a sheet of 
paper appears. He eliminates surplus 
water by pressure ant air-drying. 
The process is slow and too expen-

sive to be of great commercial value. 
He has made paper for the Duchess 
of Windsor with her own special 
watermark, but mostly his hobby 
pleases him because “I get a certain 
joy in achieving odd color and tex- 
ture effects from old rags.” 

Occasionally Elliott gets reports 
of new hand-paper methods. But in 
most cases they don’t follow his thor- 
ough process. 

Elliott says, “When you buy pulp 
from a mill or make it with caustic 
soda and an egg-beater, it’s not true 
papermaking.” — BETTY MICHELMAN

answering the phone, always looking up sharply over his 
heavy, tortoise-shell glasses at interruptions. But his smile is 
warm, spreads easily. 

He's dead serious about his work. He says: ‘The job we 
have now is part of the job of the war. We have made com- 
mitments in serious conference with other nations. We must 
seriously and soberly assure the people of the world that 
we have the power to carry out the commitments we 
made. Our immediate job is to get an efficient army: The 
more we can get by voluntary enlistments the better. But be- 
yond that, if we don’t get the men to do the job that has been 
given us, I see no hope except through Selective Service.”’ 

And Ike is working — 18 hours a day, seven days a week — 
on the job of building up the Army. If he doesn’t get a leave 
for another six years, that’s okay with him. He believes the 
job would be worth the effort. The End

Lo, The Poor Chorus Girl! 


BY MAURICE ZOLOTOW 


The shapely **1-2-3-Kick”’ girl

are lovely — but so different 


is vanishing. 


OT long ago there took place in New 

York City a peculiar battle of wits. The 
opponents consisted of two teams: a battery 
of six chorus girls, selected from various musi- 
cal comedies on Broadway, and a group of six 
undergraduates from Barnard College. 

The judges threw questions at the girls that 
might have baffled John Kieran. Some 250 
questions — literary. historical, geo- 
graphical and mathematical — were 
posed. Presumably, beauty was pitted against 
brains. The girls on both sides were asked,to 
tell who was the patron of Quintus Horatius 
Flaccus, who was the first Chief Justice of the 
United States, and what monarch was respon- 
sible for the Protestant reformation in Great 
Britain. 


Beauty Beats Brains 


Whrn admirable self-control, the judges re- 
frained from giving the girls any hints, even 


when two of the chorus team shyly fluttered. 


their eyelashes in mute desperation. At the 
end of three hours the score was totted up. 
To everybody's surprise, the chorus girls had 
trounced the Barnard intelligentsia by the 
comfortable margin of 85 to 54 points! 

This question bee confirmed a theory*that 
persons around Broadway have been formu- 


lating for several years — namely, that the 
chorus girl of lovely physical proportions but 
great stupidity has well-nigh disappeared. 
John Murray Anderson, a director of musical 
shows for 20 years, recently remarked, ‘“The 
era of the gold-digging chorus girl is over. 
While the dancers nowadays are not exactly 


She's beautiful — but not dumb 


intellectual giants, they're an utterly different 
species from the baby-talkers of yore.”’ 

In the dear, dead days when Ziegfeld was 
glorifying the American girl, the average 
chorine had the body of a Greek goddess and 
the mentality of a very backward imbecile. 
She was under the impression that Homer 
was something hit by Babe Ruth, that the 
Italian Renaissance was a spaghetti dish, and 
that manual labor was probably the name of 
a Spanish politician. In 1927, a writer in ““The 
American Mercury” commented, ‘““The Broad- 
way chorus girl has one relentless purpose — 
money, money, money — but it’s money to 
spend on silly things, seldom money to bank. 
... They show an almost incredible depth of 
ignorance and unimaginative dumbness.”’ 


Geld Digging Is Out 


Tue Broadway chorus girl, 1946 model, is, 
by and large, a completely changed creature. 
She doesn’t eat lobster, loathes champagne, 
neither has nor wants diamond bracelets, and 
isn’t trying to graft money out of millionaire 
playboys. As a matter of fact, the millionaire 
playboy has almost disappeared, too. There 
are few Stage-Door Johnnies, dressed in top 
hats and tails and carrying boxes of white 
orchids, lurking at the stage doors of the 
musical hits. 

The chorus girl nowadays is apt to be an 
artist who takes her dancing seriously. She is 
almost as well read as Gene Tunney. Often 
she can quote from the later poems of William 
Butler Yeats and give you her opinion of the 


UNO. A survey taken in 1943 by Chorus 
Equity, the trade union of the profession, 
showed that the average chorine had devoted 
almost 10 years to preliminary ballet training, 
spending an average of $4,280 on her dancing 
education. There are 5,291 chorus girls listed 
in the Equity files, and of these close to 2,000 
are working in shows at present. The mini- 
mum wage is $50 a week, but most of the girls 
earn from $65 to $80 a week. 


Looks, Clothes Made Chorine 


Tus long, expensive preparation for chorus 
work was unheard of formerly. In the Zieg- 
feld era a chorus girl had only to be tall and 
shapely. ‘““Years ago,”’ says Ruth Richmond. 
executive secretary of Chorus Equity, who 
was a member of the chorus in those days, 
“all a girl had to know was a time step, which 
is a simple tap dance. If a girl was pretty and 
could wear clothes, the directors could teach 
her the routines for a show during rehearsals.”’ 

William J. Wilson, who directed all the 
choruses during the halcyon days of the 
Winter Garden, circa 1910, once stated, “Ifa 
girl knows her right. foot from her left, I can 
teach her to dance in my shows.” 

Nowadays a chorus girl not only has to 
know one foot from another, but she has to 
know the five basic positions of ballet. She 
has to be able to perform intricate movements 
and difficult leaps like arabesques, pirouettes 
and entrechats. And she has to be an ar- 
tist, in the sense that she must express 
emotions and moods through her fin- 
gers, arms, torso — as well as legs. 

In the ancient, or pre-intellectual, days of 
the chorus, there was no question of artistic 
expression involved. The main idea was to 
divert the tired businessman sitting in Bald- 
headed Row. Baldheaded Row was not inter- 
ested in choregraphy. Baldheaded Row was

Thrill-A-Minute Sport 


BY J. D. RATCLIFF 


Ross Doe goes fishing with 
a spear on the ocean floor, 


unless a shark interferes 


PEAR fishing is a sport that packs a big 
load of excitement. 

A swimmer, equipped with flippers for 

his feet, goggles and a seven-foot spear, 

goes down to meet his prey face to face. The 


idea is old but the ing application is 
new. Primitive men wed fintneaded opear 
to catch fish long before the hook was in- 


vented. Sportsmen in California, Southern 
France and Bermuda revived the idea. 

Ross Doe, 30, introduced the sport to his 
native Bermuda and the islands now have 
100-odd devotees. Doe can stay under water 
a little over three minutes — long enough 
to swim 100 yards. 

Spear fishermen usually work in pairs 
— it’s safer. One stays above while the 
other is submerged. If the man on the 
bottom gets in trouble, the man on top 
comes to his aid. Dangers: sharks and those 
vicious biters, barracuda and moray. 

Doe never worries about sharks — “un- 
less they are bigger than I am.” He drives 
his spear through the shark’s shoulders, tries 
to sever its spine. If the shark looks too big, 


he backs away, keeping his spear pointed 
toward it, until he is out of the water. When 
he encounters a moray, he spears it to the 
ocean floor and signals for help. His partner 
dives in, finishes the moray. 

Doe has taken rough treatment at times 
— once froma giant whip ray. But he has 
never been bitten. 

His biggest catch was a 98-pound rock 
fish. He has speared shiny lobsters weighing 
up to 19.5 pounds — far too big to be caught 
in traps. He goes out twice a week, averages 
150 pounds of fish a trip. A sample catch 
might include 20 lobsters and 20 assorted 
hogfish, angelfish, porgies, bonita and cavalla 
—acatch worth $40 to $50.

SPEAR fishing requires good lungs, top 
swimming ability and quick eyes. As a rule, 
fish don’t attempt to run away unless the 
fisherman splashes clumsily. 

Experts like Doe usually work from boats 
anchored on the coral reefs that surround 
Bermuda. Amateurs wade out from the 
beach. Equipped with $3 goggles, $1 spears 
and $15 flippers, they have a good chance to 
get an impressive catch. Andeven if theydon’t 
have fish to show for their trouble, they’ll 
see a lot of nice scenery along the sea floor.

~including “Oklahoma!” “Bloom- 
er Girl,”” “Carousel,"’ ‘Up In Cen- 
tral Park’’—are successful without 
displaying legs. If a tired business- 
man wants to see legs he has to go 
to a beach at some summer resort. 
This revolution in the chorus 
has not come about deliberately. 
A slender, sinewy lady with 
green eyesand black hair named 
Agnes de Mille single-footedly 
is responsible for practically 
the whole thing. Since the early 
1930’s this niece of movie-director 
Cecil B. de Mille had tried to find 
work in Broadway shows. But pro- 
ducers scoffed at her theory that 
the lovely, formalized Russian and 
French ballet could ever be adapt- 
ed to a musical show. Miss de Mille 
had a radical theory 
that the ballet could be 
adapted to American 
moods and American 
themes. 
When “‘Oklahoma!’’ 
opened in March, 1943, 
and became the biggest 
musical hit in the _ his- 
tory of Broadway, the 


de Mille ballets struck YrR 


showmen like a sledge 

hammer. Producers whose knowl- 
edge of dancing was limited to the 
buck-and-wing now looked into 
the lives and works of Nijinsky and 
Mary Wigman. The vapid chorine 
was sent into limbo, and the cry 
went up for ballet girls. 

By-common consent, Agnes de 
Mille’s most ambitious dances are 
in “‘Carousel,”’ the next Rodgers- 
Hammerstein musical. 

Recently I talked to the chorus 
girls of the “Carousel’’ company. 
I have not had such a heady, in- 
tellectual evening with women 
since my college days. The girls 
are unusually glib, smart talkers 
— but don’t get the idea they're 
Ph.D. candidates. 


Married For Love 


Rut MILuer is typical of the 
“‘Carousel”’ intelligentsia. She has 
dark, lustrous hair, very white 
skin, and large, intense, hazel eyes. 
She is a graduate of Bennington 
College, class of 1943. A drama 
major, she wrote a thesis on the 
significance of Ophelia’s madness 
in relation to Hamlet’s motiva- 
tions. After graduation, she stud- 
ied modern dancing, married an 
interne at a Manhattan hospital. 
She married him because she loved 
him, a thing which would have 
shocked any respectable Ziegfeld 
girl. Diamond bracelets don’t 
tempt her, but she does yearn for 
a five-room cottage in Connecticut 
and several children. 

Another dancer is Elena Sala- 


matova, a.girl with long, corn- 
yellow hair who, besides her work 
in the show, studies each day at 
the E. Anderson-I vantzova School 
of Ballet. In her dressing room was 
a copy of Will Durant’s “The Story 
of Philosophy.” She was up to the 
chapter on Kant, and offered to 
explain Kant’s Categorical Im- 
perative to me if I were interested. 


They Translate Moods 


Peart LANG, a lean, intense, 
nervous girl, has the seriousness 
characteristic of the new type of 
chorus girl. She explained : 

“The dancer is not merely an 
automaton. Dancing is a form of 
human expression relating to ac- 
tual experiences. We dancers in 

‘Carousel’ are dancing 
as people, expressing 
what. people really feel 
and think in life. For- 
merly, the subject mat- 
ter of dancing was re- 
moved from any real 
elements of life.-Today, 
it’s more than a tech- 
nique—it’s understand- 
ing haman beings and 
translating their moods 
and gestures into what we call 
choregraphy.”’ 

Fern Whitney studied dancing 
for six years at the School of 
American Ballet, at the Ballet Arts 
and at the Vilzak-Shollar School. 
She attended classes four hours 
each day, then practiced relent- 
lessly at home three hours more. 
She has never been to a night club. 
She’s never met a millionaire, 
nor even wants to. Of the 13 
chorus girls in “Carousel,’’ Miss 
Whitney is one of the two who 
have ever eaten lobster. “I got 
very sick,’’ she said. **I cannot 
even face a lobster when I see 
it sitting on ice in the window 
of a sea-food restaurant.’ 

As for champagne, formerly al- 
most a compulsory beverage with 
a chorus girl, everybody in the 
chorus agreed that it was an unin- 
teresting drink. Gisella Svetlik 
summed up their sentiments with, 
“I tasted champagne once and it 
was very bitter. I didn’t like it at 
all. I like a soda much better.” 

I shuddered slightly as I left 
and wondered what college stu- 
dents were doing these days in the 
way of higher dissipation. Once 
upon a time, no education was 
complete without a fling with a 
chorus girl. But, nowadays, what 
playboy would want to flirt with a 
chorus girl? They’re still lovely — 
but a date with one of the 1946 
species would be tougher than a 
final examination in Medieval 
History. The End

The Salad Habit 


BY CLEMENTINE PADDLEFORD 


These refreshing greens 
pep up trying rehearsals 
at the Chicago Opera . . 


ter, pianist, guardian of the 
Chicago Civic Opera Company's 
half-million dollar library of or- 
chestrations, declares the salad 
bowl the most important piece of 
behind-stage equipment. That, 
and her china salad plates, a gift 
from Lily Pons. 

“Your health must be right if 
you are going to sing right. No 
music can come from slackened 
string,’’ May tells the artists, toss- 
ing a salad to serve on those trying 
rehearsal days when there isn’t 
time to go out for meals. 

It’s then May wheels her little 
red wagon off to the grocers. The 
same little wagon she uses to 
haul the musical scores to the 
pit from the storage vault. It's 
a wagon just the right size to trun- 
die in the bags of fresh greens. And 
May walks blocks out of her way 
to buy from a grocer who beds his 
greens on cracked ice. 


Chilled to a Crisp 


F resuness, that’s the big secret 
of -May’s marvelous salads. She 
wants the watercress so chilly it 
can stand on tiptoe, the lettuce so 
sprightly it talks to the fork, the 
carrots so cold they snap and 
crackle when eaten. 

May learned the salad habit 
when touring America with her 
own opera company, back in the 
"20's. Then the American eating 
was based on the meat, potato, 
pie axis, Almost no one ever made 
a meal on a salad. May, bored 
with the heaviness of small-town 
hotel cooking began making salads 
backstage in the theater. She tried 
innumerable combinations of all 
the foods she was craving — but 
greens in particular. 

Her first “‘must’”’ for a green 
salad is a faint whiff of garlic. May 
rubs the bowl well with a cut 
clove before dropping in the green 
things. 

Herbs there must be for subtle 
flavor accents — a choice of dill, 
chives, tarragon, chervil, thyme or 
the sweet summer savoury. An 
Itahan diva taught her the good- 
ness of basil minced among green 
stuffs. Now she keeps a pot of basil 
growing on the office window sill. 

May Valentine knows there’s 
more to a green salad than lettuce. 


M* VALENTINE, Chorus Mas- . 


She blends a variety of green 
things as one does fruits for a com- 
pote — Boston lettuce, iceberg 
and romaine, the peppery water- 
cress, lacy chicory, the translucent 
endive, the forthright dandelion. 
She buys a nickel’s worth of spin- 
ach, then plucks out the heart 
leaves for their color contrast, their 
tender, sweet succulence. 

Watch May make a salad. Those 
greens get a thorough washing 
under running water, then to dry, 
then to chill until the last minute. 
The large leaves are hand-broken 
into the bowl, the herbs finely cut. 


Last Touch: Dressing 


Tue dressing, that’s the last touch. 
“Don't plunk it in,” May says, 
“sprinkle it over with subtle light- 
ness, like the wood winds of an or- 
chestra. Then quickly toss, just 
a half minute before serving. Sal- 
ads mixed too soon look wilted and 
tired as an orchestra after a mid- 
night rehearsal.”’ 

These green bowls carry more 
than just greens. Extra additions 
are the usual thing. What? Per- 
haps thinly sliced carrots or finely 
cut scallions or strips of green 
pepper, or sliced cucumber, or raw 
beets, or diced avocado. Some- 
times she adds the tiny flowerettes 
of cauliflower. Or add spicy cubes 
of salami and the salad hits high C 
in flavor. Bleu cheese crumbled in 
and tossed with the greens gives 
a desirable heartiness. 

A jar of canned chicken meat 
may be diced, marinated in 
French dressing and added last. 
Another day it may be the salty 
anchovies cut into one-half-inch 
bites and given a toss with the 
greenery. But take warning, May 
never goes overboard on these 
additions. The leafy greens must 
make up from a half to two-thirds 
of each salad. 


Seur-Cream Radishes 


One international favorite be- 
hind scenes at the opera house is 
sour-cream radishes. Wash the ten- 
der little radishes and thinly slice 
into a bowl-half filled with cracked 
ice. The moment before serving 
remove the slices and shake to dry 
in a clean linen towel. Sprinkle well 
with salt and mix with heavy sour 
cream. 

Crisp French bread usually 
accompanies these salads, this cut 
into thick chunks. Dark pumper- 
nickel spread with sweet butter is 
another go-with.

Finally the day came. The town’s 
one automobile, Sam Christy’s red 
“struggle-buggy,"’ bore Otho to the 
train, chugging along in second gear 
sO as not to outdistance the horse- 
drawn surreys and runabouts. 

The train was about as late as 
usual, which gave rise to more 
merrymaking. There were farewell 
speeches, and the excitement at the 
depot didn’t subside until Otho, wav- 
ing majestically from the rear plat- 
form, finally disappeared into the 
distance. 

The letdown was bad. Young 
wives got home to find all sorts of 
neglected chores. Even the most con- 
scientious young businessmen found 
that they had almost forgotten how 
to work. But the strain of it all didn’t 
dim anyone’s feeling for Otho. 
Everyone agreed that any less of a 
send-off would not have done him 
justice. 


Anp all looked forward to that 
triumphant day when Otho would 
come marching home to bestow 
philanthropies on the . town-that- 
knew-him-when. 

But fate had other plans for Otho. 
Exactly one week after his depar- 
ture, during the fifth inning of a 
baseball game in Dallas, it happened. 
Otho got homesick. 

It struck him suddenly, right in 
the pit of his stomach. Otho fought 
it with all his courage and reason, 
but this strange, unforeseen enemy 
to his plans was just a little bit big- 
ger than anything he could do about 


it. He doesn’t know to this day who 
won that ball game. 

When Mr. Wilson, president of 
the First National Bank, got to his 
desk the next morning there was a 
telegram from Otho, asking if he 
could have his old job back in the 
teller’s cage. 

Long before noon everyone in 
town knew that Otho was coming 
home. Miss Ruby Elkins, the tele- 
phone operator, said she never had 
seen the switchboard so busy or 
heard such terrible language used in 
all her life. The town was certainly 
down on Otho. 


Or course Otho’s crowd hadn’t 
fully rested up from his going-away 
celebration, and it was a day or so 
until their confused anger let them 
work out a plan for retribution. 
When they finally got around to it, 
they worked out a beauty 

to be the most intimidating display 
ever devised. 

As Otho stepped off the 4:45 that 
sunny afternoon his foot touched a 
green, velvet carpet that undoubt- 
edly had been borrowed from the 
center aisle of the Methodist Church. 
Over the roar of the crowd he heard 
the Elks’ Club band playing ““When 


Johnny Comes Marching Home." 

At the end of the carpet stood a 
spring buggy, built up into a red, 
white and blue throne, with a canopy 
of tissue-paper rosettes. Each shaft 
was manned by three of Otho’s pre- 
Texas friends, dressed in minstrel 
costumes. 5 

The crowd — which older citizens 
still say was larger than that which 
greeted Teddy Roosevelt when his 
train stopped for water in 1905 — 
sang with the band or just cheered. 
Many carried placards and banners 
with such greetings as, ““To Our 
Favorite Son,” “‘Welcome Home, 
Conqueror of the West.”” And all 
eyes were turned on Otho to watch 
him melt away with the heat of his 
own blushes. 

But once again the town had 
failed to anticipate the workings of 
Otho’s mind. 

There might have been one faint 
blush while Otho was sensing the 
situation, but it didn’t last. He 
climbed to the throne with all the 
dignity of a hero, lifted his hat and 
bowed to left and right as the pro- 


cession moved up Depot Hill to the 
Public Square. 

It was a long, hard pull up the hill 
and perspiration soaked the colorful 
costumes which the throne’s motive 
power wore. 

By the time they had reached the 
Confederate Monument the strain- 
ing, sweating men at the shafts were 
mad enough to overturn the throne, 
Otho and all. But by then he was 
full master of the situation. His per- 
formance was perfect, and no differ- 
ent from the way he would have 
played the part had he come home 
10 years later, heavy-laden with the 
fruits of success. 

As far as I know, Otho has never 
left town since then, except on short 
trips to gee a baseball game. The 
thought of going to a big-league 
game far away from home gave him 
a slight brush of nausea. 


Orno quit the bank a long time 
ago, bought’a couple of second-hand 
cars and started running a bus serv- 
ice into Nashville. His chief motive 
at the time was to assure himself a 
free ride to all ball games. When the 
new highway was built in the '20’s 
he was forced to put on real busses 
to take care of the increasing traffic. 

As the years went by, Otho’s bus 
line kept getting bigger and bigger, 
until the responsibility of it all began 
to interfere with his pleasure trips. 

He told me once that he never 
would have gone into the business in 
the first place if he had known it was 
going to grow like it did. 

But everything is all right now. 
Otho sold out to one of those big, 
cross-country companies ai few 
months ago. He got a small fortune 
vut of the deal, and — if you haven’t 
already guessed what he did with 
the money — he gave the town a 
bhasebalb park that would do credit 
to a city the size of Dallas. 


I was there for the dedication early 
this spring. A couple of big-league 
teams on the way up from Florida 
training stopped off to play an ex- 
hibition game. It was quite a show. 

Otho threw out the first ball from 
his private box, which was fixed up 
somewhat like a throne. All his old 
friends still living were there, but 
most of the crowd was far too young 
to notice that Otho himself must 
have taken a quiet hand in the ar- 
rangements. 

In the box with him were the sur- 
viving members of the six-man team 
that pulled him up Depot Hill the 
hot day in 1902. And another thing 
I noticed in particular was the green 
carpet that led up to Otho’s box. It 
was threadbare and worn, but I 
thought I recognized it. 

Just to be sure I took a look in 
at the Methodist Church after the 
game. The center aisle was bare, all 
right —like it hadn't been in 44 years.
